houses fronting the Market; and in every place 
of concealment near the same place others were 
occasionally discoveied.

tered to pieces. 


Shortly after this, a hame dwelling-house, 


next to the hose house was fired, and from that 
timfup to 9 o'clock in the even, the flames 
continued to spread without stay, until twenty 
uin« houses were consumed, the greater part of 
them being upon Cadwaladei street, and four 
upon the street facing the market.
